‘THEATER, CARDS and DANCE 


(Sermon preached in Omaha in 1915) 
By EVANGELIST BILLY SUNDAY 


“Be not deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 


reap.” —Gal. 6:7. 


I know of no more suitable text 
in all the Bible for the subject 
that I have in hand. And by the 
presence of.such a vast audience 
and by the expectant look upon 
your upturned faces I am sure 
that you will not expect me to 
utter one word of defense on the 
amusement proposition. 


I suppose some may winch at 
the plainness with which I will 
speak, but remember it costs me 


severe pangs of regret to be com- 


pelled to do it. If the ingenious 
skill of the Devil is to be defeated, 
there is but one of two alterna- 
tives open to the man who 4as- 
saults the most Hell-soaked in- 
stitution with grit and courage. 


One of two alternatives. He 
can consume his energy and time 
in talking about the minor usages 
of the possible limits one might 
go, or he can peel the bark away 
and show the thing full of worm- 
holes and run the risk of losing 
his fair reputation. I want to 
say I have willfully and deliber- 
ately, and with malice after- 
thought, chosen the latter course. 
I dan’t care a rap what you think 
about it before I begin or after 
I am through, I have a message 
that burns its way into your soul 
and into my heart. My words 
may be strong, and if they are 
you must remember they are 


blood-red with conviction. With 
the cry of lost souls ringing in 
my ears, I cannot remain still. I 
must cry out. 


Theater, Cards, Dance 

Judged in the court of human 
desires, I might be condemned 
by everybody who wants to do it, 
but judged in the court of human 
conscience and I will receive a 
universal verdict. 

We always associate in our 
minds certain amusements—the 
theater, the cards and the dance. 
While some will justify one, oth- 
ers will condemn it. Some who 
play cards will seek to justify 
that and condemn the _ theater; 
and those who go to the theater 


may condemn the cards. In my 
opinion the theater is of such 
doubtful character that it has 


been relegated to the class of for- 
bidden amusements. 

You know that the theater had 
its beginning in the church and 
was intended to be the handmaid 
of religion. It produced so much 
fuss and trouble that they were 
compelled to drop it. Unless the 
theater is redeemed it will fall by 
its own stinking rottenness. 

I want it distinctly understood 
that my scrap is not with the 
theater as an institution, I fight 
the Baloon as an institution, but 
what I am against, hammer and 
tongs, are the things that the

drinking in from them ‘gutterish 
ideas and filthy lines and obscene 
songs. 

I do not mean. to say that all 
plays and all actors are rotten. 
But you will have to hunt pretty 
hard to find those who are not, 
They will tell you that there is 
money in the theater. Well, there 
is money in highway robbery and 
there is money in_ prostitution 
and there is money in the saloon. 
Sure, there is money in it! 

You will find the theater traf- 
ficking in love—why, that is the 
basis of the average play—and 
yet they call it “art.” You will 
find divorce smeared all over the 
stage, and adultery even lurking 
in the flies. Why, there are shows 
where they have beds right in the 
middle of the stage, and carryings 
on which, if they happened in your 
own homes, would probably re- 
sult in your receiving a visit from 
the police.

_ Everybody Ought to Love 
the Lord 

Here is the simplest and plainest 
axiom of human duty. If there 
is a God, He ought to be loved. 
If this God made us, body and soul, 
mind and spirit, then we are His, 
and not to love Him would be 
hideous rebellion. If this eternal 
God who made us, also loves us, 
daily keeps us alive and pours out 
blessings on every hand out of 
His mercy, then not to love God 
is the basest ingratitude, inexcus- 
able and criminal. - And last of 
all, if the love of this eternal God 
and Creator and Upholder is so 
great toward us that He would 
give His only begotten Son to die 
for us, and give us His Word to 
tell us about it, and send us His 
pleading Holy Spirit to seek us, 
then for a man not to love God 
would mean that he is so criminal- 
ly debased and wicked that only 
the eternal torment of a damned 
soul would be his proper end and 
reward! 

And all these suppositions above 
are true. There is a great God 
who made us. He loves us and 
provides for us. “Every good gift 
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and every perfect gift is from 
above, and cometh down from the 
Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of 
turning” (James 1:17). He gave 
His Son to die for us. His all- 
enveloping, over-brooding love sur- 
rounds us with mercies as many 
as the sands of the seas, as fresh 
every day as the morning dew, as 
fragrant as the breath of a 
flower! God calls us, warns us, 
seeks us, pleads with us! He 
offers free pardon, for our sins, 
peace for our minds, Heaven for 
our home. - +-He offers joy in- 
stead of sorrow,’ rest instead of 
burdens, salvation instead of con- 
demnation, everlasting life instead 
of everlasting death. Life itself is 
His gift. Food is His bounty. 
Health is His present. He giveth 
the power to get wealth. The love 
of mother and father, of sweet- 
heart, of wife, of baby, and dear 
friend is but. the faint reflection 
of His great love. God is light, and 
so there is no light but comes 
from His presence. The sun, moon 
and Stars shine only because He 
said, “Let there be light.’”’ Just so, 
God is love, and there is no love 
but comes because God planned 
it and willed it. His love is so 
abundant that He pours it through 
every channel to the heart of ev- 
ery human being He has created 
and sustained and purchased. Oh, 
the love of God! How man ought 
to love God! It ought to be the 
most natural thing in the world 
for a human beihg to adore the 
Creator, to delight in Him, to seek 
Him, to praise Him. He is alto- 
gether lovely ang the fairest of 
ten thousand. One who does not 
love God is to be branded as an 
awful sinner deserving only of 
death and torment and headed for 
the ruin which is his due! So the 
Bible teaches. 

The first and greatest command- 
ment is “Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God @vith all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind” (Matt 22:37, 38). This in- 
cludes the first section of the Ten 
Commandments. Jesus also said, 
“And the second is like unto it.” 
Again we are told that “Love is 
the fulfilling of the law” (Rom. 
1310). The wise preacher with 
the highest that, human philosophy 
could attain, in Ecclesiastes 12:13 
said, “Fear God, and keep his com- 
mandments: for this is the whole 
duty of man.” If by the Spirit’s 
help he should ‘have seen a little 
deeper, he would add that the fear 
is reverentia] and godly trust, and 
that keeping God’s commandments 
is a matter of the heart. Sin 
shows in the life only because the 
heart does not perfectly love God.

Yet men do resist God, reject His 
mercy, deny His Son and resist 
His Spirit. And that itself is all 
the proof any man needs of the 
awful depravity of the human 
race. There ought to be, there 
must be, there IS a Hell of tor- 
ment for Christ-rejecting sinners 
who will not love such a God as 
ours and such a Saviour as He 
offers us. 


Many Men Hate God and His 
Son, Jesus Christ 

Sometimes sinners have told 
me, “I suppose everybody loves 
God.” And I have been com- 
pelled to answer that they were 
greatly mistaken. Multitudes do 
not love God; rather they hate 
Him. I think all men have some 
sense of obligation to God and 
only a fool even deceives himself

enough to say that there is no oy of March 


God. I think perhaps all men in 
Some sense fear God. Men real- 
ize that they ought to love God, 
and yet they do not. 

Let us settle this by the words 
of Jesus Christ: “No man can 
serve two masters: for either he 
will hate the one, and love “the 
other; or else he will hold to the 


one, and despise the other. Ye 
cannot serve God and mammon” 
(Matt. 6:24). If we take the lit- 
eral meaning of the words above, 
then it appears that those who 
do not serve God do not love 
Him. Some love God and serve 
Him, some love Satan and serve 
him. Jesus said to the Pharisees, 
“Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye 
will do. He was a murderer from 
the begining.. (John 8:44). 
And Jesus said that they would 
murder Him because their father, 
Satan, was a murderer and they 
would lie because Satan wag a 
liar and the father of it. 


Let us make it plain that Jesus 
Christ is God in the flesh. No 
man can come to the Father but 
by Jesus Christ. He said, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life: 
no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me” (John 14:6). In Him 
is all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily (Col. 2:9). Christ is the 
express image of the divine Per- 
son (Heb. 1:3). God the Father 
has given all authority in. Heaven 
and earth into the hands of His 
dear Son, our Saviour, Jesus 
Christ who died for sinners (Matt. 
28:18). It is He who will be the 
Judge of sinners who ggject Him 
as surely as He is the Saviour of 
sinners who accept Him. To love 
Christ is to love the Father. For 
Jesus said, “I and my Father 
are one’’ (John 10:30). 

So we have here the plain 
teaching of Jesus Christ, “Either 
he will hate the one and love the 
other; or else he will hold to the 
one and despise the other.” 
Either you love Jesus Christ and 
hate the Devil and sin, or you 
love Satan and hate Jesus Christ. 
You would not like to say that 
you hate Christ. It would not 
sound well among the people 
where you pretend to be moral 
and clean and good. But the 
Single fact is, dear sinner whom 
God loves, if you donot love Jesus 
Christ, you hate Him. If you do 
not hold to Him, you despise Him. 
If you hold on to Satan, then 
that is proof enough that 
despise Christ. Jesus said aphin, 
“He that is not with me is against 
me: and he that gathereth not 
with me scattereth’’ (Luke Il: 
23). 

Do not deceive yourself, read- 
er. Religious leaders in the time 
of Christ pretended to love God. 
They went through forms of 
worship. They prayed, they fast- 
ed, they tithed, they attended 
public services, they read the Bi- 


ble. Outwardly they were moral 
and religious. And yet they 
hated Jesus Christ. They lied 


about Him, they persecuted Him. 
Finally they had Him crucified, 
They murdered Him, and then 
gave Him vinegar with gall and 
mocked Him while He died! All 
their pretense of loving God 
was a lie, a wicked, hellish lie! 
They were like whited  sepul- 
chres, beautiful outwardly, but

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full of dead men’s bones. They 
appeared righteous to men, but 
within were full of extortion and 


excess and all  uncleannness. 
Small wonder that*Jesus said to 
them seven times, “Woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites!” (Matt. 23). And again, 
“Ye serpents, ye generation ol 
vipers, how can ye _ escape the 


damnation of hell?” (Matt. 23: 


33). So it is with you, dear de- 
ceived, sinning man, if in your 
heart you do not ilove Jesus 
Christ. If it came to a show- 
down with you, as it did with 


those Pharisees and scribes, you, 
too, would cry out, “Let him be 
crucified! Let him be crucified!” 
Those who do not love Jesus Christ 
hate Him, He said. Those who do 
not cling to Him or hold to Him, 
despise Him. There is no halfway 
ground. It is either love or hate 
for Jesus Christ. If you have not 
trusted Him, have not penitently 
looked to Him for forgiveness, 
and have not received a new birth 
from God, then, I say it sadly, 
you are tye enemy of Jesus Christ. 
You hate Him like those who 
crucified Him and are condemned 
as they were. 


This Hate of Jesus Christ Is 
Why Men Are Condemned 
to Hell 

In John 3:18 we are told, “He 
that believeth on him is not con- 
demned: but he that believeth not 
is condemned already, because he 
hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God. 
Is*that too harsh? Does it seem 
such a little thing for which a 
man must go to torment, just be- 


cause he does not believe on 
Christ, does not trust Him for 
salvation? The verses which fol- 
low explain that thus: 


“And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, lest his deeds 
should be reproved. But he that 
doeth truth cometh to the light, 


that his deeds may be made 
manifest, that they are wrought 
in God” (John 3:19-21). 


There it is again. All who 
trust in Christ come to the light. 
Every sinner who in his heart longs 
for righteousness, longs to please 
God, seeks’ after God, will trust 
in Christ for salvation the first 
time he ever hears the gospel. 
He will come to the light “that 
his deeds may be manifest that 
they are wrought in God.” But 
those who reject Christ and do 
not trust Him for salvation are 
those who hate Him and love 
their sin. “Men love darkness 
rather than light, because their 
deeds are evil.” Christ is the 
Light, but “everyone that doeth 
evil HATETH THE LIGHT.” 
That, Jesus said, is the reason 
that sinners do not come to Him 
and trust Him. Sinners are con- 
demned to Heli because they hate 
Jesus Christ. They love their 
sins and hold tight to their sins, 
despising Jesus and _ despising 
the great God who is His Fath- 
er and our Creator. It is a terri- 
ble doctrine, but it is true that 
all who do not love Jesus Christ 
are condemned, and rightfully so, 
to eternal condemnation. Oh, 
sinner, if you do not love Him, 
how can you face death and judg- 
ment and _ eternity? Nothing 
surely could reveal your wicked- 
ness more than the fact that you 
do not love the lovely Christ, our 
Saviour and our Lord. 

God Will Put Love in Your 

Heart 

I know how helpless a sinner 
must feel if God requires any 
righteous thing from us at all. A 
dear woman who was for years 
a Seventh Day Adventist came to 
me with a burdened heart and 
with tears and said, “I have tried 
and tried.but I cannot get peace. 
I am afraid I will never make 
it. I cannot live well enough to 
keep the law and be saved.” Il 
assured her that every other per- 
son who ever tried it had come to 
the same conclusion and properly 
so. If any sinner reads this to- 
day with a solemn heart and ad- 
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mits that you ought to love God, 
surely you must be reminded that 


“in me (that is, in my flesh) 
dwelleth no goog thing’ (Rom. 
7:18). By myself, as I am accord- 


ing to the flesh I am wicked. Not 


only am I sinful by nature, a 
nature whick I inherited from 
Adam, a sinner, and from all the 
long line or my ancestry since 
Adam who were sinners, all sin- 
ners! I am not only a sinner by 
birth, 1 say, but God's mercy be 
upon me, 1 am, I find, a sinner 
oy choice! My nature runs after 


sin as naturally as water flows 
down nill. As swallows fly home 
in the evening my flesh is pull- 
ed toward wickedness, 


Cockleburs and weeds do not 
grow more naturally in rich. soil 
than sin grows in my poor heart. 
Is that your case, sinner? Do 
you, too, tind yourself unable to 
do right, unable to please God? 
Do you find, to your sorrow, that 
you do not love God as you ought? 
shen, alas! what shall a sinner 
do? Thank God, we have the 
answer in God’s Word. Romans 
0:9 Says: 

“And hope maketh not asham- 
ed; because the l@&ve of God is 
shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost which is given unto 
us,” 


Here is the way we can love 
God. If we turn in humble con- 
fession and repentance toward 
God and trust in Jesus Christ, 
the sinner’s Friend and Substi- 
tute, to be our Redeemer and 
Saviour, then the Holy Spirit of 
God sheds abroad the love of 
God in our hearts! A sinner has 
no capacity to love God of him- 
self but God will put the love in 
his heart when he trusts in Jesus 
Christ. One who trusts in Christ 
is then born again, born of the 
Spirit (John 3:5) and the Holy 
Spirit coming in, works in that 
heart what the heart cannot do 
for itself. The Holy Spirit scat- 
ters everywhere in our hearts the 
love of God. So it is that sinners 
come to love God, not out of 
there goodness but out of His 
goodness. 


Did you ever notice that in the 
story of the prodigal son and the 
‘Oving father in Luke, chapter 
fifteen, the father furnished ev- 
erything for his sinning son? 
The son brought nothing with 
him—no shoes, no robe, no food, 
no ring, no joy and no fitness 
for sonship. He himself admit- 
ted he was fit only to be a hired 
Servant at very best. But when 
the poor, tired, penitent sinner 
returned, the father ran to meet 
him and fell on his neck and 
kissed him. He furgished a robe 
for his body as God furnishes the 
robe of righteousness of His dear 
Son for sinners. He furnished 
the ring, the signet of sonship 
and authority as God puts the 
assurance of Salvation in the 
heart and on the records in Heav- 
en. He gave him shoes as God 
gives the sinner the shoes of the 
preparation of the gospel of 
peace that he may testify to those 
who were once so undone them- 
selvés. The father gave the son 
the feast of the fatted calf, and 
oh, what a feast of rejoicing God 
gives when a sinner comes home! 
There is rejoicing in the pres- 
ence of the angels, the joybells 
ring in Heaven and 


Tongue can never express 
The sweet peace, joy and rest 
Of a soul in its earliest love. 


So at the wedding feast the 
King provided the wedding gar- 
ments and none were admitted 
without one (Matt. 22:11, 12). 
Isn't it fitting, then, dear sinner, 
that we who are enemies of God 
by nature and cannot love Him 
aright by nature even if we would, 
are thus provided with divine love 
in our hearts, love that leaps up 
to meet the love which God ex- 
tends to us?

John 4:8). Truly, then, we who 
are saved “love him, because he 
first loved us” (I John 4:19). Je- 
sus said, “If God were your 
Father, ye would love me” (John 
8:42). And the divinely-inspired 
Apostle Paul said, “If any man 
love God, the same is known of 
him” (I Cor. 3:3). To love God 
truly means that we have been 
saved, and to be saved means that 
the Holy Spirit has wrought in 
our hearts a love for God. 


Christian Love Sometimes 
Varies and Wanes 

It is a sad thing that the love 
of a Christian is not perfect, 
since Christians are not perfect. 
In these last wicked days we are 
in it is prophesied that “the love 
of many shail wax cold” (Matt. 
24:12). To such people Jesus 
sent the message, ‘Nevertheless 
I have somewhat against thee, 
because thou hast left thy first 
love” (Rev. 2:4). Christians do 
not lose their love but they 
sometimes lose the joy they had 
at first, the freshness and sweet- 
ness that was in their first love. 
But every saved person still has 
love for God, whether it is his 
first love or a love somewhat 
cooled down by the care and de- 
ceitfulness of this world. 

When I was a boy, in a reyival 
meeting a man for whom Chris- 
tians had long prayed came back 
to God. We had supposed him 
an unregenerate sinner, but weep- 
ing, he stood before the congre- 
gation and said, “Twenty years 
ago I was saved. 
time I have wandered far in sin. 
Sometimes I myself doubted if I 
were saved. But always in my 
heart, unseen by the world, there 
was a little flame that never went 
out. I could not destroy it. God 
would not not let me go!” Surely 
that must be the experience of 
many a child of. God. 

Do you remember how Simon 
Peter left his ministry and 
apostleship and went back to the 
fishing business after Jesus rose 
from the dead? He had disgrac- 
ed himself and his profession. He 
had cursed and sworn and denied 
Jesus Christ. I suppose he had 
the scorn of unthinking’ Chris- 
tians and doubtless the mockery 
of the unsaved about him. But 
worse than all, he had the burn- 
ing accusation of his own consci- 
ence! He remembered, I am sure, 
the pitiful eyes of Jesus as they 
turned and looked at him when 
the cock crowed the third time, 
and Simon Peter, the denier, went 
back into the dark and wept bit- 
terly. So Peter seems to have 
given up—he went back to the 
old trade again. But after toil- 
ing all night. on the little Sea of 
Galilee with no sucess , his heart 
must have been heavy when 
Jesus appeared on the shore. It is 
told in the twenty-first chapter 
of John. John, the beloved, the 
spiritualfy-minded, perceived that 
it was Jesus. With overflowing 
heart Simon Peter girded on his 
leather fisherman’s coat and 
swam to the shore. No boat was 
fast enough for him that day! 
Disappointed, a failure, yet with 
a burning fire in his bones, Peter 
was drawn like steel to a mag- 


net. It may have seemed shame- 
less but full well .I know how 
Peter felt. After sin and defeat 


and failure and heartbreak, I, too, 
have run back to God because 4 
could do nothing else. He could 
Punderstand me, He loved me, and 
the answering pain in my heart 
could find no ease until I knelt 
sobbing at His feet! 

Jesus cooked the breakfast that 
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spring morning, broiled the fish 
on an open fire and when they had 
eaten with the old time intimate 
fellowship, Jesus turned to Peter 
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Jesus said, “Lovest thou me?” 
And then again when the answer 
and command was repeated, He 
said the third time, “Simon, son 
of Jonas, lovest thou me?” Pet- 
er’s heart was altogether broken. 
As a. skillful surgeon might 
probe deep into a bullet wound to 
find the slug of lead, so the ques- 
tion of Jesus Christ the third time 
cut deep in Peter’s heart until he 
could know and all the world 
could know what was there, and 
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love Jesus. He loved Him though 
he denied Him. He loved Him 
when he had cursed and sworn. 
He loved Jesus when he had de- 
nied the ministry. And, thank 
God, Peter was fright. Jesus 
knew it! Well He might know it, 
for He Himself had put that un- 
failing spring of love in the 
heart of Peter when He _ saved 
him. Through the Holy Spirit, 
He had shed abroad the love of 
God in Peter’s heart. 


It is a marvel of marvels that 
the love of God is unfailing. A 
mother may forget her child, but 
Christ never forgets His own. 
“Neither death, nor life, nor an- 
gels, nor principalities, nor pow- 
ers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord” (Rom. 8:38, 39). 
Ah, yes, but there is another 
side to that blessed story and 
that is this; nothing can stifle, 
nothing in Heaven or earth or 
Hell can utterly kill the love of 
God which is put in the heart of 
a child of God when he is born 
again. God not only loves us with 
an unfailing love. Blessed thought, 
He puts in our hearts an unfail- 
ing love for Him. I have failed 
Him miserably. Like David, I 
could sometimes say, “My tears 
have been my meat day and 
night” (Psa. 42:3). But at the 
same time I could cry out with 
David, “I love the Lord, because 
he hath heard my voice and my 
supplications” and I could resolve 
firmly, “I WILL love thee,O Lord, 
my strength, 


Before Jesus came it was writ- 
ten of Him that “a bruised reed 
shall he not break, and smoking 
flax shall he not quench” (Matt. 
12:20). The fire that is in my 
heart seems sometimes to smol- 
der. Like those of the five wise 
virgins, my lamp needs __trim- 
ming but it never goes out, for 
He who put the oil in my lamp 
put the light on my wick and He 
will not quench the smoking flax 
and He will not break this poor, 
bruised .reed of mine, so poor 
an instrument of music it is. But 
He .loves it and has claimed it 
for Himsélf and one day this 
bruised -reed will be replaced” and 
will’ make divine music in the 
ears of the God who made it and 
with the breath of His Son who 
Saved me, Praise be to God that 
every poor, backsliding heart can 
cry out, “Lord, thou knowest all 
things, thou knowest that I love 
thee!” 


I thank God that a Christian 
can grow to love Him better. If 
we keep His commands and do 
His will we find that the love of 
God is perfected in us (I John 
2:5). As we read His Word, as 
as we claim His promises, as we 
give free reign to the Holy Spirit 
without quenching or _ grieving 
Him, He will develop the love in 
our hearts until it burns in a 
holy conflagration. 

Let every Christian, then, tell it 
abroad that we love God and let 
us boldly resolve and openly claim 
with David, “I will love thee, O 
Lord, my strength.” 


One Who Will Can Love God 

It is refreshing and sweet to 
hear David say, “I will love thee, 
O Lord, my strength.” Some 
people believe that love is a mat- 
ter of accident, like lightning, and 
no one can tell where it will 
Strike. People speak of “falling 
in love” but that is not true. 
People walk into love and some- 
times they very vigorously climb 
into it. It is not an accident that 


‘ One loves God and another does 
~ not. Those who love God choose 


to love Him, determine to love 
Him, and so run to Him to have 
His love shed abroad in their 
hearts. 

Some foolish women think they 
can hold their husbands’ love by 
all the arts of a flapper. They 
think that tricks of the beauty 
Shop, of hair-dressing and powder 
and paint, the cut of a dress or 
the plucking of an eyebrow, a 
Slender form or a schoolgirl com- 
plexion will work the miracle of 
love in a man’s heart. How fool- 
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ish they are! Outward tricks 
may ‘stir lust but we need to 
come back to the reverent con- 
Clusion that true and godly mar- 
ried love is safeguarded by the 
firm Christian character and 
faithfulness of those who love. 
Any fool man, could be at- 
tracted hither and yon, by a 
youthful face and form and sex 
appeal -f he was so minded. And 
likewise, any good man with a 
high and holy resolve can set him- 
self to love the wife of his youth 
and put around their happiness 
the safe wall of his consecrated 
resolution, by the help of God. 
Love, I say, is largely a matter 
of choice. If human love has 
ever wandered from the paths of 
human righteousness, then we 
should remember that we need not 
be the slaves of passion. Where’ 
once we loved we can love again 
if we choose to do so. Christ 
commands husbands to love their 
Wives even as Christ loved the 
church (Eph. 5:25, 33; Col. 3: 
19), and Christ commanded wives 
to love their husbands (Titus 
2:4). Love is a matter of duty. 
Where God commands He gives 


the power to fulfill the com- 
mands. We can love as we 
ought. 


So, then, let us who have been 
Saved take courage. We can give 
ourselves to the love of God and 
with a holy resolve and earnest 
effort put ourselves in His will, 
seek to know Him better. God 
will direct our hearts in the love 
of God (II Thess. 3:5). 

Sinner, you can love God. You 
ought to love God. Why not, then, 
completely surrender all to Jesus 
Christ, trust him for forgiveness 
and let Him put in your heart the 
sweet love that passeth the love 
of woman; love greater than that 
of David and Jonathan? It is mar- 
velous that God loves us. It is 
twice marvelous that he puts love 
in our own hearts and helps us 
fulfill His desires in response to 
His love.

Theater, Cards and Dancing | 
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a theater since I was converted 
twenty-nine years ago, except, 
perhaps, to preach. The last time 
I went to a show was at the Mc- 
Vickar theater in Chicago, and I 
am not sure, but I think I saw 
old Joe Jefferson in “The Cricket 
on the Hearth.” Now, I am not 
sure—it might have been Denman 
Thompson in “The Old Home- 
Stead.” They had pretty good 
shows in those days, didn’t they? 
And, you can bet that old Joe 
Jefferson would not have stood 
for what is going on on the stage 
today. 


I had a narrow escape oncé 
from going on the stage myself. 
Old Tom Keene, the great trage- 
dian, asked me once to go out on 
the road as his understudy. “You 
would make a crackerjack, Billy,” 
he said to me. .That was the last 
time we played at the Polo 
grounds, and old Tom came to me 
and begged me to go out on the 
road as his understudy. Tom 
was a good scout, but I am a 
preacher, not an actor. 


You remember when the Iro- 
quois theater burned in Chicago 
every little cheap skate theater in 
the country and all the city offi- 
cials had spasms of virtue. When 
the Iroquois theater burned the 
theaters all over the country were 
restricted; and in Chicago they 
were closed for a month. The 
actors said that if they were not 
opened there would be excessive 
drunkenness and that a good many 
would commit suicide, for there 
was no way of entertaining the 
people. 

At the expiration of a month, 
the Chicago Record-Herald said 
evidently no such dreadful things 
had occurred as had been prophe- 
sied. 


The public has a capacity for 
amusing itself in other ways. It 
is only a matter of amusement 
and that is trifling. The time is 
long past when any number of 
serious-minded citizens look. to 
the theater for entertainment or 
instruction. Crude melodramas, 
mawkish plays and literary clap- 
trap form the staple production 
of the average theater. The ex- 
travaganza is an elaboration of 
the burlesque of our grandfath- 
ers’ days. It is estimated that 
closing the theaters that month 
in Chicago saved the people two 
million dollars. 

Spectacular drama! If it were 
not for the leg shows the theater 
would go bankrupt. All are not 
bad. Who said they were? 


You say that the theater has 
power. Certainly; nobody denies 
that. The theaters of Chicago 
are worth between thirty million 
and forty million dollars, but no- 
body will defend the theater be- 
cause it has power. Nobody de- 
fends the whisky business be- 
cause it has unlimited capital 
back of it. Not for a minute. 


An actress whose name I will 
not give said this: “After years 
on the stage I am convinced that 
the theatrical business is. the 
most corrupt in the world.” It is 
upon the charred souls of women 
that most of the men who are a 
power in the. theatrical world 
have climbed to their height.

What games do I play? Well, 
I play baseball and lawn tennis, 
although I think that that is a 
girl’s game and I don’t like it— 
and I play golf and checkers and 
chess.

tc a boy! To have him go inte 
a hellhole like that and have it 
remind him of home! Men who 
have been spending their funds 
and lives to ferret those things 
out tell us that nine-tenths of the 
gamblers are taught in their 
homes by their mothers, or eighty 
per cent of them first learned 
gambling in the homes of pro- 
tessing Christian people. 

When I talk to you about card 
playing in your home, I am try- 
ing to pound through your head 
that every pack of cards is but 
another steppingstone to Hell. I 
think the cld painted hag or the 
broken - down roue, hanging 
around the tables at Monte Carlo, 
or a down-and-out card shark 
bucking a crooked game in a 
gambling joint at three o'clock in 
the morning a sight more respect- 
able than the church people or the 
professed Chirstian who permits 
card playing in his home. 

“You take that picture back 
and give it to my mother, and tell 
ner ‘Damn her!’ I never want to 
see her. She taught me to play 
cards and I killed a man at a 
gambling table and am _ serving 
tifteen years to pay for it. Now 
she has the audacity to send me 
her picture after she pushed me 
behind the prison bars,” so said 
a condemned boy. : 

I say it may not injure you, but 
it is damning others. Many a boy 
leaves home and goes to board in 
some miserable, no-account 
church-member family. The firsi 
night they draw out a card table 
and take out a deck of cards and 
say: ““‘Won't you play a game with 
us?” 

“No, my mother taught me not 
to play.” 

They laugh at his’ ignorance. 
Time rolls on, and he geis to think 
a good deal of one of the, girls in 
the house, and one night she says: 
“Won't you play a game of cards 
with me?” 

She Smiles, He Wilts 

But he says. ‘1 uoi't care to 
play cards." She turned her dove- 
like eyes upon him, and with her 
raven tresses and teeth like pearls 
(that is a tough place to put a 
fellow in!) she smiles, and he 
wilts. He learns rapidly and be- 
comes an expert, 

One time he walked into a 
gambling room and thought he 
saw a shorter route to fame and

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fortune, and he started out a pro- 
fessional] gambler. He had been 
employed at the Pinkerton agency 
as a detective, but he gave that 
up. He was nearly killed in a 
quarrel in a house of ill-fame and 
then he ran away to Tennessee, 
ang began the old life. Over a 
game of cards he got into a fight, 
and as he lay wounded a woman 
said: “Let him die; he has been 
damning our young men.” But 
they took him to a hospital, and 
when he recovered he went to 
Florida to a town where a friend 
of mine was shelling the woods 
for Jesus, and he was converted 
and started to preaching. All 
that after being thirteen years 
a professional] gambler, led into 
it simply because that good-for- 
nothing church member family 
could not see any harm in a game 
of cards in the home. 


I have just as much respect for 
the old gambler who will bet his 
last soul as for the women who 
will sit around in their homes and 
play cards for prizes. They are 
just as much degenerate, black- 
lez gamblers as the gambler in 
the gambling hell. They ought 
to be put in the calaboose with the 
rest of the gamblers. You have 
no right to find fault with the 
city officials when they don’t sup- 
press gambling, when a thing so 
near akin to it is carried on right 
in your own home. I believe that 
cards and dancing are doing more 
to damn the spiritual life of the 
church than the grogshops. I be- 
lieve more people backslide on 
account of the social side than 
the saloon. 


Plays for Whisk Brooms 


A seemingly estimable woman 
will tear and snort and pout 
through an afternoon—what for? 
I mean the diamond-wearing 
bunch; the automobile gang; the 
silk-zgowned—that is the bunch. 
So she can take home a dinky 
cream pitcher or a whisk broom. 
There is nothing so tame as to 
ask a fellow to play cards for the 
fun of it. It does not make any 
difference whether it is penny 
ante or sky limit. So we have 
progressive euchre, and lots of 
church members have cards on 
their tables as often as food, and 
they are progressing to Hell. A 
woman who will play bridge 
whist is no better than a man 
who will go out and play poker, 
and the man who comes home 
with a pocketful of money won 
at a poker game is no worse 
than his wife who has been play- 
ing auction or five hundred all 
evening for a nice cut glass dish 
in which to keep the bouquets 
that are sent to her by her 
church-going friends. 


Now, I am not trying to cram 
anything down your throats. I 
am appealing to your sense of 
reason and decency, and if you are 
mot man or woman enough to lis- 
ten, I guess God Almighty doesn’t 
meed you. If this world was made 
up of only one family I probably 
would not need to preach this 
sermon. But, fortunately or un- 
fortunately, we are made up of 
many families. If you are lax in 
the care of your children it makes 
it harder for me to take care of 
mine. If you don’t care whether 
your children go to the dance, 
and I do care, you make it that 
much harder for me to keep my 
children right. But I will keep 
them right if I have to slap my 
mext door neighbor in the face. 


Includes Square Dances 
Somebody says to me: “Mr. 


Sunday, are you going to include 
the square dance?” They all 
look alike to me. It does not 
take very, long to cut the corners 
eff. There was a time in Ameri- 
ea when the _ stately cotillion 
seemed to satisfy America, but it 
is too slow for the hot blood of 
the twentieth century. They 
must Stave something that will 
chase hurdles through their veins. 

There is nothing that is so in- 
sipid for the devotee of the waltz 
as to dance a quadrille. I re- 
member years ago, over twenty- 
two years ago, my wife and I went 
eut in Kansas to see my mother, 
and we went out in the country 
to attend a Fourth of July cele- 
bration. They had spread eagle 
oratory and red lemonade, and 
the young fellows with hand- 
painted neckties had little blue- 
gashed maidens and fed them 


gum-drops and candy hearts with 
reading on them. They would 
spend as much as thirty cents on 
them. 


Tobacco Spitter “Called” 

They had the inevitable country 
dance. The upper end of the plat- 
form was on the ground and the 
other end on posts as high as this 
platform. I stood at the corner, 
by a barrel and some ladies were 
with me. On the platform they 
were getting ready fqr a quadrille. 
A great big red-headed, freckled- 
faced, lantern-jawed, trombone- 
necked fellow was the caller for 
the dance, (I had just as soon 
be chambermaid in a_ livery 
stable.) -He spit tobacco juice 
enough to drown a jackrabbit. He 
got into a chair and resined his 
old, three-stringed fiddle ang said: 
“Salute your pardners—-everybody 
swing.” A great big strapping 
country fellow, big enough to pull 
a thrashing machine, had a fat 
voluptuous girl for a partner. He 
threw his arms around her, lifted 
her right off the floor and she 
shot her heels right at my head. 
I said to my wife: “Well, Nellie; 
they all look alike to me. The 
round and square dances are the 
same.” 

Sure it is harmful, especially for 
girls. Young men can drink and’ 
gamble and frequent houses of ill 
fame,.but the only way a girl can 
get recreation is in a narrow gauge 
buggy ride on a moonlight night 
or at-a dance. If you can’t see 
any harm in this kind of thing, 
why I guess the Lord will let you 
out as an idiot. 

Reason to Unsaved 

I am asked to give a reason to 
the unsaved, why should they not 
do it. The church of God forbids. 
The greatest and the most 
spiritual churches forbid it, and 
are against it. Catholic, Pres- 
byterian, Congregational, the 
United Brethren and the Christian 
are all against it. The Methodist 
church was raiseq up for the very 
purpose of counter-acting the 
dance in the church. God called 
Wesley to purify the Episcopal 
church and that movement which 
crystallized in the Methodist 
church was the rebuke which God 
gave. From that day until this 
the church has hurled sermons 
against these things until it is a 
generally accepted truism that 
men and women who do not preach 
against these things are too big 
cowards to pose as_ spiritual 
leaders, or they are too ignorant 
to teach God’s people. 

Some Churches Tolerate It 

I know there are some churches 
that tolerate it—they do not en- 
courage it— and any church that 
encourages it is too low down to 
deserve the name. 

Listen, I will take the oldest 
church in Christendom—the Ro- 
man Catholic. Do you think that 
you can be a Catholic and do that ? 
I will give you a quotation from 
a letter from the bishops and the 
archbishops in plenary council: 
“In this connection we consider it 
our duty to warn our members 
against this amusement which may 
become to them dn occasion of sin, 
especially the fashionable dance, 
which is disgusting and revolting 
and fraught with the greatest 
danger to morals.” 

Listen to me! Are you _ here, 
Episcopalians? The Episcopal 
church is the best organized church 
in the United States. If it were 
only evangelistic, with its money 
and power and social position, 
there is not a church in the world 
that could do more good than the 
Episcopal. Bishop Hopkins, of 
Vermont said: “Dancing is a ter- 
rible waste of time and of study 
and a premature incitement of 
passion.” 

Bishop Cox, of New York, said: 
“The enormities of the theater 
and the dance would not be 
tolerated another minute if the 
mothers would only set their faces 
against them.” 

Bishop Vincennes quotes from 
his records that the waltz would 
not be tolerated if Christian 
mothers would only set their faces 
against it and remove their daugh- 
ters from this contamination. 
Alas! that women professing to 
follow Christ should not rally for 
the honor of our daughters and 
drive these thing's from society. 

I have never known a Baptist or 


snap of the finger who did not cry 
out against the dance. That was 
on their own initiative, too. You 
tell us that young people must 
sow their wild oats. Oh, away 
with such spiritual rot. You can’t 
sow sin and reap virtue. 


If there were nothing but card 
players and dancers in the church, 
it would stink and rot out. The 
lowest down rascal in any com- 
rmunity is a dancing Methodist. 
You say: “Mr. Sunday, the church 
is too strict with us.” Who can 
charge the church with being too 
strict with its young people? The 
bars are so low now that any old 
hog can come and root and crawl 
in. Any old lobster with two or 
three suits of clothes and a bank 
account can break into most any 
church, I tell you that the church 
loves her young people and is in- 


they will increase in common 
sense as they grow in years. 


The dancing Christian never was 
a soul winner. The dance is simply 
a hugging match set to music. The 
dance is a sexual love feast. This 
crusade against the dance is for 
everybody, not merely for the 
preacher or the old man or woman 
who couldn't dance if they wanted 
to, but for everybody interested in 
morals, whether in the church or 
out of the church. I am preaching 
a sermon that Jew or Gentile, 
Catholic or Protestant,\infidel or 
Christian, if he wants better 
morals, can stand on my side. 


I say that it is unspiritual. Many 
a pastor is heart-broken and is 
sighing for new fields because of 
the godless mob in the church. I 
had rather have twelve women 
filled with the Holy Ghost than a 
hundred theater-gadders, wine- 
guzzlers and frivolous dancers. 
What under God’s heaven do you 
amount to? The church is honey- 
combed with the rottenness of 
society. Somebody has got to come 
out and run the risk of incurring 
your displeasure. 

Say, if God Almighty gives you 
a rap on the back of the head and 
shakes the shroud over yoyr old 
carcass, and telephones for the 
undertaker to come and ‘measure 
you for your coffin, you will begin

to whine and sniffle and cry to 
God, like a sick cat. 

Girls! Listen! It is immoral. 
Every g00d man and woman car- 
ries in his or her breast passions 
the same as bad men and women 
carry, and thus your breast be- 
comes a tinder box and you ought 
to be careful where you go and 
what you do lest you ignite it and 
there be an explosion and wreck 
of your purity and manhood and 
womanhood. 

My wife and I have been at the 
bedside of a girl who was dying 
in a house of ill-fame. She said 
the reason of her downfall had 
been the dance, which she began 
when fifteen-years old. She used 
to attend Sunday School. When 
we asked her if she had any mes- 
Sage for the girls, she cried, “Tell 
the girls and warn them to let the 
dance alone.”’ The dance is the 
dry rot of society. I say it is 
immoral. A society woman said 
that in the ballroom men _ took 
liberties with her that they would 
not dare take any place else or 
under any other circumstances. 
Some Parents May Be Moral 

Certainly! Perhaps the parties 
which you have attended have been 
free from. immoral tendencies 
which have characterized others. 
Does not the swinging of. the 
partners in the square dance 
bring the bodies of the partners 
into position that would not be 
tolerated in decent society or any- 
where else, or under any other 
circumstances? Would it not give 
a Scriptural ground for divorce? 

Ma and I stopped in to look at a 
ball at an inauguration ceremony. 
Well, I will be horn-swaggled if I 
didn’t see a woman there dancing 
with all the men, and she wore the 
collar of her gown around her 
waist. She had a little corset on, 
—oh, I can’t describe it. 


Supposing that you go to a 
dance tonight and then tomorrow 
you go around to some man’s 
house when he is not there, that 
you might’ effectively impress 
upon his wife the dance and its 
necessary attendants and _e re- 
quisites. You intend to give in- 
struction, ang you go in perfect 
innocense. You assume the same |

arms about her that you would 
take on the ballroom floor. The 
husband comes in the back door 


and sees you there with your arms 
about his wife, and bang! bang! 
goes the revolver, and you fall 
dead. You could not find a jury 
of married men on ‘God's earth 
that would convict him. I would 
have just one vote—and it would 
be: “Go home.” 

You cannot get around the cir- 
cumstances. Is not that true 
about the position? Any man 
knows it is. It does not do any 
harm to keep away and it may 
|ruin your daughter to let her go. 

Do you go with your wife to the 
dance? You don’t dance, and she 
is a fiend. You stand there and 
watch man after man as he claims 
her hand and puts his name on her 
list. Perhaps that fellow was her 
lover and you won her hand—and 
you stand there and watch your 
wife folded in his long, voluptuous, 
sensual embrace, their bodies 
swaying one against the other, 
their limbs twining and entwining, 
her head resting on his breast, 
they breathe the vitiated air -be- 
neath the glittering candelabra, 
and the spell of the music, and 
you stand there and tell me that 
there is no harm in it! You're too 
low down for me. 

I want to see the color of some 
-buck’s hair that can dance with 
my wife! I'm going to monopolize 
that hugging myself. 

Do you know that three-fourths 
of all the girls who are ruined 
owe their downfall to that very 
thing. You let a young man whose 
character would make a black 
mark on a piece of tar paper, who 
goes down the line every other 
night, hug and dance with your 
daughter, ang see what happens. 
They are dancing the tango, the 
rottenest, most putrid, stinkingest 
dance that ever wriggled out of the 
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pot of perdition—that’s what the 
tango is. 

Are you a father? Are you a 
brother? Do you accompany 
your daughter or your sister to the 
ballroom and see young “fellows 
come up to her—<lecherous young 
bucks—asking the hand of your 
daughter or your sister for a 
dance—young bucks that you 
know live in sin, young fellows 
whose names are aS common upon 
the lips of the prostitute as upon 
the lips of your daughter. Two or 
three nights in company with her 
at some ball or theater party, and 
two or three nights in the arms of 
some prostitute, You stand there 
and see young fellows come up and 
walk with your daughter and tell 
me that there is no harm in it. 

You are too low down for me, 

Are you a mother? And do you 
chaperone your daughter and 
groom her, and you shove her in 
front of every marriageable buck, 
and you accompany her to the 
ballroom and you stand there and 
look at her with your head cocked 
on one side, and see a young fel- 
low come up and wrap his arms 
around your daughter, and tell 
me that there is no harm in it? 
You must be made of basswood 
or putty or marble. 

“But,” said the woman, “‘you are 
too severe in your strictures re- 
garding the dance. The positions 
have changed since you danced.” 
Yes; I read that they have. I read 
the other day a report that said: 


Bodies Close Together 

“The devotee of the waltz ought 
to be satisfied with the latest posi- 
tion, entitled ‘The Dream,’ which 
brings the bodies in such close 
contact that a cassknife could not 
pass between them,” 

When I danced on the puncheon 
floor in the log cabin on the 
frontier in Iowa, we used to be 
able to get a stick of wood be- 
tween them, but now you can’t get 
a piece of tissue paper between. 
We're going somé Mowadays. I 
can understand why some of the 
young people want to dance, but 
what sOme of you old fellows, 
who have to grease your joints 
before going on the floor, see in 
it, I don’t know, 

I read the other day that sitting 
out a waltz is going to be fashion- 
able from now on. The only dif- 
ference is that you will sit it out 
instead of dance it. A young man 
and a girl will sit on a sofa, and 
he will put his arm about her, 
her left hand in his, and she rests 
her head upon his bosom, and all 
that they have to do is just to sit 
there and “hug.” I tell you that 
there is some sense in that. I 
have always considered it a 
nuisance to gallop a mile just to 
get a hug or two. 


Old Men Like a Hug 

Most men don’t care a rap for 
the dance; it is the hug that they 
are after. That will give your old 
rheumatic and gout masters a 
chance. A fellow has got to get 
powerfully old and decrepit when 
he doesn’t enjoy a hug, I'll tell you 
that. I want to tell you‘I don’t 
believe that there are many people 
who can go on the ballroom floor 
and dance with a pretty. girl 
hugged to his breast and look upon 
her charms under the influence of 
fascinating music, and then go out 
with prayer-meeting feelings. I 
will bet you, sir, if men who dance 
would telf the truth, ninety out of 
one hundred will say: “You are 
right, Bill; you are the first one 
who ever had the grit to tell it.” 

I have more respect for a 
saloon-keeper than for a dancing 
teacher. I don’t believe the sa- 
loons will do as much to damn the 
morals of young people as the 
dancing school. That is my posi- 
tion. I don’t care anything. about 
yours. Professor Faulkner said 
that he knew of one private 
dancing school that sent six girls 
into houses of ill-fame in about 
three months. He talked with 200 
girls and found: that 165 fell as 
the result of the dance, twenty by

from poverty. 

Where do you find the accom- 
plished dancers? In the brothels. 
Why? They were taught in 
dancing schools. Listen to me, 
girls. I have never yet, and never 
will, flatly contradict the man 
or the woman that tells me that 
he or she dances ang never knew 
of premature incitement of pas- 
sion, I say that I will never con- 
tradict them, but I will say then: | 
“Thank God; and get out of it 
right now, for next time you may.” 


Listen. I want you to hear what 
I've got to say. They tried the 
municipal dance hall out in Cleve- 
land and it was so rotten that the 
sheriff finally insisted that it be 
closed. Don’t talk that municipal 
dance hall to me. There were 
more girls ruined around that lot 
and turned into public prostitutes 
than you can count. The public 
dance hall, whether run by a 
municipality or private enterprise, 
is the favorite ground for the 
panderer, and from it three-fourths 
of all the girls who enter the life 
of shame are recruited. Oh, the 
dance is \rotten all the way 
through. Seven million girls go 
wrong in a century in this country, 
and three-fourths of them are 
ruined by the dance. The chief, 
of police of New York says three- 
fourths of the abandoned creatures 
there fell through the dance. 


. Where did the drunkard get his 
first drink? In the social dance. 
Statistics only change in the ad- 
justment, but the _ percentage 
holds good year after year. 

There are 500,000 public prosti- 
tutes in the United States. Their 
average life is from three to five 
years. Three hundred and seventy- 
five thousand fall as the result of 
the dance. Am I my sister's 
keeper ?

Says, “Boast not thyself of to

(Prov. 27:1). No man can pro- 
duce a lease on life guaranteeing 
him to see the light of another 
day. Even a millionaire does not 
own a single minute of it. Our 
present choice, then, determines 
our future and irrevocable weal 
or woe. . 
God's time is NOW. He says, 
“I have heard thee in a time ac- 
cepted ... Behold, NOW is the 
accepted time; behold, NOW is 
the day of salvation” (II Cor. 6: 
2). All His commands are in 
the present imperative. In fact, 
He even limits His offer of mercy 
to @ “certain day, saying in David,
